-- REITERATED THAT PAKISTAN WANTED SOVIET TROOPS 
WITHDRAWN IN MONTHS NOT YEARS ON THE BASIS OF 
LOGISTICAL REQUIREMENTS. 

-- REMINDED THAT THE GOP HAS ADVOCATED A POLITICAL 
SETTLEMENT OF THE AFGHANISTAN PROBLEM SINCE ITS 
BEGINNING. 

• STATED THAT THE NEXT ROUND OF GENEVA TALKS MIGHT 
SC: THE FINAL DENOUEMENT OF A SETTLEMENT WHICH THE

ORA. THE UNITED STATES AND THE SOVIET UNION AS
